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On 27 June 2005, applicants filed papers to enter the national stage of 
PCT/EG03/00014 claiming priority to 28 December 2002. 

On 03 February 2006, the United States Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US) 
mailed a Notification of Acceptance of Application Under 35 U.S.C. 371 and 1.495 (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/903) indicating that the date of receipt of 35 U.S.C. 371 (c)(1 ), (c)(2) and 
(c)(4) requirements was 27 June 2005. The date of completion of all 35 U.S.C. 371 
requirements was recorded as 28 June 2005. A filing receipt indicating a "Filing or . 
371 (c) Date" of 27 June 2005 was also mailed. 

On 13 March 2006, applicants submitted the subject petition. 

On 01 May 2007, the DO/EO/US mailed a Withdrawal of Previously Sent Notice 
vacating the papers mailed 03 February 2006. A new Form PCT/DO/EO/903 and filing 
receipt was also mailed. However, the date of completion of all 35 U.S.C. 371 
requirements was recorded again on the Form PCT/DO/EO/903 as 28 June 2005. 



Applicants filed a request on 13 March 2006 to change the date of completion of 
all 35 U.S.C. 371 requirements on the Form PCT/DO/EO/903 to 28 June 2005. A review 
of the subject application shows that the International application claimed priority to an 
Egyptian patent application 2002121401 filed 28 December 2002. 
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Section 1893.03(b) of the MPEP explains that the date of completion recorded on 
a Form PCT/DO/EO/903 and states, in part: 

The "Date of Completion of all 35 U.S.C. 371 Requirements" included on 
the NOTIFICATION OF ACCEPTANCE OF APPLICATION UNDER 35 
U.S.C. 371 AND 37 CFR 1 .495 (Form PCT/DO/EO/903) is relevant for 
purposes of patent term adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 154(b)(1)(A)(i)(ll) ... 
This date is the latest of: 



(E) the earlier of 30 months from the priority date or the 
date of request for early processing under 35 U.S.C. 371(f) if 
requested prior to 30 months from the priority date (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/903 will indicate the date early processing was 
requested); 



Here, applicants did not request early processing upon entering the national stage 
on 27 June 2005. As such, the "Date of Completion of all 35 U.S.C. 371 Requirements" 
Is thirty months from the priority date of 28 December 2002. 



For the reason noted above, applicants' petition under 37 CFR 1.181 is 
DISMISSED without prejudice. 

If reconsideration on the merits of this petition is desired, a proper response must 
be filed within TWO (2) MONTHS from the mail date of this decision. 

This application is being forwarded to Technology Center 3700 for further 
processing. 



Thus, the date of 28 June 2005 noted on the Form PCT/DO/EO/903 mailed 01 
May 2007 is correct. 
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
